Scheduled maintenance 


Mark 6:30-31 

For 17 years, I had the privilege of working at Farley Nuclear 
Plant. .One of the unique things about working there was that cer 
tain maintenance could not be performed during normal plant oper 
ations. ‘They would have what they called “An Mainfenance” 
Outage” which would last anywhere from 31 to 60 or more days 
During this time they would replace the “spent” fuel with new fuel 
and work on systems that were not accessible during routine opera 
tions. These outages were schedule according to the life of the fuel 
When the fuel-began to expire, plans had to be made for its replace 
ment in a timely manner. The objective of the outage was to do all 
you can as quickly as you_can so the plant could return to. normal 
operation, The non-operational cost per day was al that time one 
million dollars per day 

In our lesson study for today, the’ apostles returned from their 
fields labor and gathered themselves unto Jesus. They told him all 
things, both what they had-done, and what they had taught. Jesus, 
recognizing their weariness, said unto them, “Come ye yourselves 
apart into a desert place and rest awhile.”

How much should you feed your 
horse is a very popular question 


By, Stan Windham 
County Extension Agent 


This 
asked more than any question 
that I have as it relates to horses 
f you think about the qualities 
that you want in a horse trim- 
ness, some spint and endurance. 
and you want them to be athlet- 
ic, these qualities ‘absolutely 
cannot be attained with a large 
paunchy stomach. Also, a 
healthy condition is desired, but 
you really don't want.a lot of 
excess fat. This is’ particularly 
true if you use your horses for 
performance such as team pen- 
ning or roping 

The quantity of grain and hay 
required by» horses depends 
upon several: factors: One. 1s, 
some horses: are just “better 
keepers” than others, Some 
horses simply utilize their feed 
more efficiently than others. As 
you might expect, a hard keeper 
is going to require more feed 


than am éasy*keeper- 


overall condition of the animal 
will play an important part’ in 
how much feed they require. 

The - kind, regularity .and 
amount of work that they per- 
form. Whether it be herding cat-' 
tle on Sunday afternoon, Team 
Penning, Roping or simply 
being ridden every few weeks. 
will all weigh into how. much 
they need to eal. 

The weather has a lot to do 
with how much to fed a horse. If 
you live in North Dakota in the 
winter, you will need quite a bit 
more feed than’ you will need in 
south Alabama in the winter. 
The problem we face here on the 
Gulf Coast in the winter time 
particularly is one week they 
may require more feed than 
another week. This ‘year is a 
good example. When it is 70 
degrees out, dry and pretty, they

probably 


don’t need a Jot of extra feed 
But. if its rainy and. 30 degrees 
they need extra feed 

The kind and the quality of 
feed that you are going to feed 
will dictate the amount of feed 
the horse will require. Along 
these: same lines .the horse's 
health. candition and eyen his 
attitude has a lot to do with how 
much he needs to eat. Believe it 
or not a high strung nervous 
horse tends to require more feed 
to keep his body condition than 
a more laid back horse 

I would like to, give you at this 
point three guidelines that you 
can use in feeding horses. Please 
keep this in mind. A horse's 
digestive system is a very com- 
plex system to say the least 
They have just enough digestive 
capacity: to handle roughages 
and concentrates to get them. in 
trouble. These guidelines are a 
starting place or a general rule 
of thumb for feeding _ horses. 
Consider yaar horse as an. indi- 
‘yiduah Back is*

to three hours of nding per day, 
allow any where from two fifths 
to one half pound of grain and 
one and one quarter‘to one and a 
half pounds of hay per day per 
hundred pounds of live weight. 
For horses at medium work, 
that is defined as three to. five 
hours per day of riding or driv- 
ing allow three quarters to one 
pound of grain to one to one and 
a quartér pounds of hay per hun- 
dred pounds of live weight.

The course covers many interesting subjects hut 
major emphasis ts placed on the safe use of firearms All aspects of 
firearm safety are covered, from loading and unloading firearms to 
safe carry positions’of a firearm, Adults who attend the course with 
youngsters usually enjoy the colirse as much or more than the 
youngsters 
Tree stands ure ‘another excellent hunting tool that, provides deer 
hunters with a better siewing area and the ability to get above the 
normal scent line of deer However, more hunters are injured from 
tree stand accidents each year-than are injured from firearm acci 
dents 

Before using that new tree'Stand on a hunt. get thoroughly famil 
yar with it Inspect itto make sure all bolts and retainers are includ 
éd and vou know where to place them: Attach a new tree starid to 4 
tree and practicé “going up and down just a few feet.above the 
ground ‘until you are thoroughly familiar with the stand and feel 
confident. enough to climb. Most tree stand accidents occur when 
ascending or descending the tree: Wearing a safety belt or harness 
will help prevent injures from falls. Attach a climbing stand only to 
a tree of adequate diameter and avoid trees. with very smooth bark 
as the climber may have a tendency to Slip on the tree 

Hunter safety instructors recommend raising and lowering 
UNLOADED firearms with a small rope rather than trying to’¢limb 
with the firearm slung over the shoulders. If one happens to fall 
landing on a firearm can only make matters worse

Generally, a public safety opera- 
tor will stay: on the line, or will 
disconnect and try to call the 
caller back to verify any emer- 
In either case, time that 
could be devoted to a true emer- 
gency is wasted, and a life could 
hang inthe balance. ° 
“Accidental 911 calls from 
wireless phones pose a risk to 
everyone's safety,” according to 
K; Dane Snowden, Chief of the 
Consumer & Governmental 
Affairs ‘Bureau. (CGB). 
“Through awareness and educa- 
tion, Consumers, Carriers, manu- 
facturers, the ‘government, and 
public safety groups can help. to 
eliminate this problem.” 
‘ Wireless phone users can pre- 
vent accidental 911 calls in sev- 
eral ways, Locking the keypad 
of a phone prevents accidental 
calls, as does turning off the 
automatic 911 feature — your 
user's manual will explain how. 
Also, one of the benefits of buy- 
ing a newer handset is that very 
few of the newer phones have 
this feature, and. if they do, the 
user has to activate it, so acci- 
dental 911 galls are. infrequent 


with the later model handsets. 


The Federal Communications 
Commission is working with 
Wireless handset manufacturers, 
wireless carriers, and public 
safety agencies such as the

In the mean time, Ennis sug- 
gested holding*a workshop to 
discuss various things the 
county can do better in an 
attempt to try and solve the 
problem, 

“Coffee County ‘is not the 
only one with this problem,” 
he said, “Every jail deals with 
things like this.” 

With that in mind, Ennis said 
he will check with other coun- 
ty jails to get ideas of how they 
deal with such troubles. 

Commissioners agreed that a 
workshop would be a good 
idea and asked Ennis and Rugg 
search for solutions to this 
problem in an attempt to keep 
additional county money frofn 
going down the drain. 


Coffee County BOE ‘proceeds with list of capital projects

Once again, capital projects 
took center stage at the regular 
monthly meeting of the Coffee 
County Board of Education 
Thursday evening, Jan. 9, as 
board members prepared to step 
forward with some of the pro- 


posed projects, 
Superintendent Dr, Linda 
Ingram told board members that 


the architect has plans ready for 
the interior work planned al 


Zion Chapel. Elementary 
School. She also said there has 
been interest in acquiring an air 
conditioning for the New 
Brockton High School auditori- 
um, as well as, upgrading the 
air conditioning system in the 
auditorium at Kinston. 

Other » projects discussed 
included a covered walkway at 
Zion Chapel Elementary School 
and outside work to the facade 
of the school buildings where

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wear and tear over the years. 

Before proceeding, board 
members placed the capital 
projects in a priority order of 
what needs to be done first with 
the funds the school system has 
for such projects, 

The Zion Chapel. interior 
project remained at the top’of 
the list with the dir conditiohing 
projects at New Brockton and 
Kinston coming next. Then, 
board members felt the facade 
of the buildings should be the 
next project with the canopy it 
Zion Chapel following it 

Ingram said she would like to 
go ahead and proceed with the 
projects; therefore, she asked 
for permission from board 
members to contact the archi- 
tect to proceed with drawing up 
plans for mentioned projects so 
bids can be sent out for each, 

“IT would also like to mention 
that we're proceeding on the 
Zion Chapel ball field,” Ingram 
said, “We're making every dol- 
lar we've got go as far as we 
can.” 

As of last week, she said the 
Zion Chapel Athletic.Club was 
working on) putting up the con- 
crete dugouts at the the field. 
Also, she said work was in 
progress on the concession 
stand bathroom. 

In other business, the board: 

* Approved 1 motion to pre- 
pare bids for three new school 
buses in which Ingram Said the 
school has fleet renewal money 
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to cover the cost of the buses. 

* Approved a motion to 
revise Board Policy EDFA 
Which now allows. the school 
system to pay bus drivers at 
least minimum wage for field 
trips, 

* Received a request to revise 
Board Policy BC. This policy 
deals with board meetings, and 
Ingram said the board. had 
received a request to change the 
monthly meeting time from 
6:30 p.m, to 7 p.m, on the first 
Thursday of the month. Board 
members will vote on the pro 
posed policy change during the 
February meeting. 

Before adjourning for the 
evening, a couple of presenta 
tions were made with one sin- 
gling out board member 
Annette Griswold and the other 
recognizing all seven. board 
members,
